The Chicago Board of Trade on 
Tuesday will hold a hearing on 
charges preferred against the Armour 
Grain company in connection with the 
alleged @dulteration of a shipment of 
rye. The specific charge is that 6,000 
bushels of rye Screenings were mixed 
with a shipment of contract rye. 

The case has been hanging fire for 
several months and three committees 
of the board of trade have madé in 
quiries into it without making 
findings. These committees are the. 
business conduct committee, the ware- 
house committee, and a special com-) 
mittee appointed for that purpose. 

When these committees failed to 
take action the directors of the board 
decided to take the matter into their 
own hands and the’ trial was set for 
next Tuesday. This action, it ig ré- 
ported, was the result of a demand 
made on the board directors by the 
United States government. 

The shipment of rye which caused 
the trotible was transferred from a 
private warehouse to a public ware- 
house. One sampler for the board of 
trade was suspended at the time the 
charges first were made, on the sup- 
position that he permitted the transfer 
without sufficient examination.

PARIS.—Sept. 4.——(U. P.] — Bight

woman spy, Mme. Le Brun, who went 
into Germany thirteen times during 
the war and whose disclosures caused 
at least three German women spies to 
be executed, has received the official 
thanks of the Frehch government.

He thinks it virtually impossible to 
repeal the 18th amendment since a mere hand- 
ful of votes cotlld defeat it. Therefore he turns 
to the Supreme court, “a small body of able and 
upright men, who hold their positions for life 
and do not wince when Wayne B. Wheeler's whip 
cracks over their heads, These men know the 
constitution.

CONQUERING FLOODS. 
Secretary Hoover has long been advocating the 
development of the internal waterways of the 
nation for transportation, power and irrigation.

Floods are wasteful. The water might be creat: 
ing hydro-electric energy. It might be useful later 
in the season for transportation. It might be Irri- 
gating deserts. Instead it takes toll of life and 
property and strews our most fertile land on the 
floor of the sea. :

sod broken, Marshes and lakes have been drained. 
Levees have been built along the banks which 
prevent the streams from overflowing into their 
lowlands at high water.

There 
will always be high water in the spring as surely 
as snow melts and the ‘rains come on, but 
man is directly respofisible for the increasing men- 
face of floods with their attendant losses. fFor- 
tunately, as Mr. Hoover suggests, man can remedy 
or abate the evil which he has created if he 
cannot entirely it, 
_Fleod control so far as the United States is con- 
cerned may be considered as a problem of the 
Mississippi valley.. More than 40 per cent of the 
land area of the United States drains into the great 
river, It may be possible to turn.some of the 
flood waters of the upper into the great 
lakes, but this would not reducejthe flow from the 
Missouri, the Ohio and ‘lower tributaries. The 
solution lies rather in reforestation of barren 
lands and in impounding flood waters in the 
uplands. Thus flood contro] can become a by- 
product of the development of power, irrigation, 
transportation and reforestation. It can be made

If work is of such dignity and necessity it is 
something with which religion is directly: , con- 
cerned. A man cannot divorce his religidgy from 
his everyday work and life. It has beer said, 
partly th jest and partly in earnest, religion has 
rothing to do with business or politics. That may 
be a comfortable doctrine for evildoers, but it is 
not thd gospel of religion. Religion claims every- 
thing or nothing. It clasms the whole of the life 
of every man for God. There is no sphere of 
human life or contact from which religion can be 
excluded. This does not mean the intrusion of 
economics and politics into religion, but it does 
mean the supremacy of religion in a man’s eco- 
nomics and politics. The goal of religion is, “The 
kingdoms of this world are become the kingdoms 
of our Lerd.” That means we shall bend all our 
energies toward bringing it to pass that govern- 
ments operate under his sway, industry conforms 
to the moral law of the kingdom of God, commerce 


tion will become Christian in its structure, its 
ethics, and its loyalties. 

It won't do for a man to say, “ Religion is a pri- 
vate matter between me and God.” Such a person 
generally puts the “me” first. Religion is, of 
course, a relationship between God and me which 
expresses itself in character and purposes. But 
because it is this it is also a relationship Between 
my neighbor and me, between my country and me, 
between my employer and me, between my employé 
and me, between my customer and me, between 
everybody and me.

}Yatified by that state itself. George 


Washington was inaugurated tn 1789 
as President of only. eleven states 
which had then ratified the constitu- 
tion. 

And what is the nature of this fa- 
mous the constitution of 
the United States? The first three 
articles describe the methods by which 
the congress, the President and the 
Dnited States judges are selected, and 
define the extent of their powers. The 
fourth article enumerates some of the. 
duties of the several states to each 
other, provides for the admission of 
to make rtles regulatio 
specting the territory and ether pro 
erty belonging to thé United Sta 
and guarantees to each state protec- 
tion by the United States. The fifth 
article lays down the legal way of 
amending the constitution, with the. 
proviso that no state shall ever, with- 


out its consent, be deprived of its 
| equal suffrage in the senate. Article 
VI. declares the continuing validity of 


debts contracted and engagements en- 
tered into before the adoption of the 
censtitution; declares that the consti- 
tution and the laws made in pursuance 
thereof, together with treaties made 
with other countries, shall be the su- 
preme law of the jand, and states that 
no religious test shall ever be re- 


quired as a qualification to any office 


or public. trust under the United 
States. The seventh and last article 
says that ratification by nine states 
ghall be sufficient for the «stablish- 
ment of the constitution between the 
states so ratifying. 
Nowhere in the document do we find 
y statutes, of either a sumptuary or 
her kind, regulating the lives of in- 
dividuals. There is no clause prohib- 
iting murder or burglary or arson or 
rape. Congres#, while empoweredsto 
do many things, is prohibited from 


deing numerous other things. States - 


are algo prohibited from doing certain 
things. But private individuals are 
prohibited from doing nothing whgt- 
ever except committing treason 
against the United States. No private 
rights of individuals are tampered with 
in the slightest degree. On the con- 
trary, the liberties of individuals are 
by limitations expressly put 
upon the power of congress, 
We see, then, that the mass of indi- 
vidualsy acting through representa- 
tives, created the state constitutions 
governments, and that the states 
their turn created the national gov- 
ernment. Every power possessed by 
either a state government or by the 
government of the United States is a 
delegated power. Neither any single 
state nor the United States as a unit 
possesses a single “ natural” or “ di- 
vine” right or power. All state powers 
and all national powers. are delegated. 
It is clear, then, that neither single 
states.nor the United States have any 
powers other than those granted 
in their respective constitutions. 
When they exercise other powers they 
are guilty of despotism just as truly as 
if they were oriental monarchs. 60 
fearful, indeed, were our forefathers of 
such despotism that the constitution 
would not have been ratified, had not ' 
its advecates promised the adoption of 
a bill of rights. In accordance with 
this promise, the first ten amendments 
were promptly added to the constitu- 
tion. Of these the first eight provided 
for the protection of certain important 
rights and liberties of individuals from 
governmental tyranny. HI was im- 
possible, however, to enumerate all of 
these rights and liberties. It would 
have been absurd to state t congress 
had no power to prevent individuals 
from getting married, from eating 
meat, from smoking tobacco or from 
wearing short skirts. And so the 
ninth amendment says: “ The enumer- 
ation in the constitution of certain 
rights shalf not be construed to deny 
or, disparage others retained by the 
people.” Notice the word retaiaei. 
Evidently. man..cannot. retain a 
thing which he does not already pos- 
sess. Fach citizen, then, already pos- 
sessed numerous rights not mentioned 
in the constitution, rights with which 
the constitution gave the government 
‘no power to Interfere.

viously convinced that words are more powerful than ‘facts 
Facing the incurable, they seek ‘to cure with the rhetorical. 
The peace fanatics, if anything, are more nalve and prepos- 
terous tham the New Thoughters. The latter at least refrain 
from proposifig that all doctors'be hanged. The former ad- 
vocate abolishing the Army and Navy, and trusting wholly 
to eloquence, 
In detail, as7in gross, their schemes. are full of trans- 
parent and tedious puerility. For example, a large part of 
their persuasiveness is aimed at the clergy, and especially at 
the evangelical wing thereof. But it must be plain to every 
one that the clergy no longer make public opinion. in Amer- 
iea, save in a few backward areas of the south and middle 
west. Elsewhere they are tolerated, but certainly not heeded. 
It would be far more intelligent to try to fetch the vaudeville 


actors of the republic, or the radio announcers, or the writers | 


of movie tities. Even the newspaper editors, despite their 
excessive dubiousness, are probably more influentia), at least 


upon the generality of morons. But the peace advocates”

The best of all schemes for making war unpopular that I 
have yet heard of was set forth by Dr. George W. Crile, the 
Cleveland surgeon, in 1919, in a little book called “ A Mechan- 
istic View of War and Pegce.” Dr. Crile is the complete 


antithesis of a New Thoughter. He believes that the human 


body is almost as much a machine as an automobile engine, 
and that thought itself ig mainly a physical function. Never- 
theless, he also believes that an idea froni without, coming 
into the brain, can condition the ideas that it secretes itself, 
and upon this notion his plan for getting rid of war is based. 

In brief, he proposes that the land be flooded with litera- 
ture showing war precisely as it is—with literature and pic- 
tures, and espécially with pictures. What the young hear of 
the thing now, he says, is chiefly romantic and inaccurate. 
‘They. see heroes marching off with their shoes shined and 
the flag waving; they see them coming back neatly bandaged, 
with medals covering their facades. But they see nothing of 
war, itself. The movies pever show a portrait of a soldier 
with his face shot off. There is no attempt to convey the 
smell of the trenches. The radio does not bring in the re- 
marks of men at ‘the moment that bayonets are thrust 
through their gizzards. 

Dr. Crile, as a surgeon engaged in the late war, accu- 
mulated a large collection of actual war pictures, and he gives 
some of them in his little book. One is a portrait.of a French 
soldier struck in the face by a German one pounder shell, 
Another is a view of forty or fifty soldiers who gave their 
lives for democracy, and were subsequently permitted to lie 
otit in the rain and mud for a couple of weeks. Yet another 
(perhaps eloquent only to youngsters privy to the elements 
of histology) shows a cross section of the brain of a hero who 


retreated before the Germans for six days and six nights, and 


then died horribly of hungér, thirst, fatigue, and fright.

tions and distributed in the public schools, would do more to 
make war loathsome than all the pious argument ever heard 
of. Exhibited to a youth just entering his teens, it would 
scare him half to death, and the shock would abide with him 
all the rest of his life.

peace in a purely disinterested spirit, for I am personally ne 
opponent of war, but an advocate of it. All the peace propa- 
gandists that I halve ever read or listened to spem to me to 
be dotty. Their case is not only maintained in a stupid and 
ineffective manner; it is intrinsically weak, and eyen ridicu- 
lous. The objections to war that they offer, even the objection 
that it is cruel, seem to me to be feeble, and mainly irrelevant. 
The arguments in favor of it impress me as reasonable and 
sound. My one regret is that there is sp much peace already. 
But any catise, however bad, deserves to be carried on in 
an intelligent and persuasive manner, and here the peace 
advocates fall down badly. At the moment their. chief argu- 
ment seems to be that war is unprofitable, even to the victor, 
and in proof thereof they point to the situation of France, 
But all that is simply nonsense. France did not win the war; 
France lost the war. She was so badly beaten when the 
United States went to her rescue that another six months 
would have seeh the Germans bathing at Biarritz and listen- 
ing to the band at Nice. England was faring somewhat 
better. She might have gone on to a draw. But she could 
have no more won a clear victory, without American aid, than 
she could have beaten the United States itself. x |

wounds. But what of our own great republic? It went. in at 
the last.minute and gained a cheap and easy Victory. In 
every rational sense it won the war. Well, was the business 
profitable, or did it show a lvss?
